Loxpos, Jan. 4.—The Duke of Clarence and 
Avondale was 28 years old, and had he out- 
lived his father and grandmother would have 
become King of Great Britain and Ireland 
ana Emperor of India. 

The Duke was a great-great- grandson of Geo. 
III., his fance was his second cousin, once re- 
moved, andis great-granddaughter of Geo. 
III., being,therefore, in the generation ahead 
ofhim. She ts the daughter of Princess Mary 
of Cambridge, younger sister of the Duke of 
Cambridge, and Francis, Prince and Duke of 
Teck, the only son of Duke Alexander of Wur- 
temburg dy his morganatic marriage with 
Countess Claudine Khedy. The Princess vie- 
toria Mary Augusta Louise Olga Pauline 
Claudine Agnes was born in Kensington 
Palace, May 20, 1867. With ber parents she 
has always lived in one of Queen Victoria's 

malaces, for her family is r, and like the 
Battenbergs not royal. cess Victoria’s 
title is Her Serene Highness’’ simply. She 
is a Lady of the Imperial Order of the Crown 
of India, one of Queen Victoria’s new orders 
for women. 

He was born at Frogmore on Jan. 8, 1564, 
and therefore was nearly 2 years old. Most 
Princes, by the way, are married ata much 
younger age. In 17 he entered the navy as 
a midshipman, and passed two years on board 
the Brittania, Capt. Henry Fairfax. This 
naval officer is now third from the head of the 
list of Rear Admirals. In 1879, with his 
brother, Prince George, he went tothe West 
Indies on the Bacchante; anc in 1880-’82, still 
onthe Bacchante, the two Princes traveled 
around the world to South America, Australia 
and the Cape of Good Hope. 

In r, 1983, Prince Albert Victor went 
to Trinity College, Cambridge, and studied 
there until the summer. when he went to 
Heidelberg; in 1884 he went to Aldershot to 
stud „military sclence, and in 1885 was

A STRANGE RECORD. 


THE DEATH OF ALBERT VICTOR RECALLS A 
CURIOUS FACT. 

Loywpow, Jan. i14.—The death of Prince 
Albert Victor on the eve of his marriage to 
the Princess of Teck recails an interesting 
fact. Had he lived to wed he would have 
been the first son of a Prince of Wales to 
Marry as such. 

The last Prince of Wales (George IV.) had 
no son by his marriage with the unbappy 
Princess Caroline of Brunswick, and at the 
time of his marriage—andin fact, at the 
time of his birth—his father had ceased to be 
Prince of Wales and was Kihg George III. 
As everybody knows, George III's father 
was Prince of Wales. and did not live to be 
king. Of his family there were three 
sons married, but none of 


them was married in the father’s 
lifetime. The eldest son had been crowned 
George III. before his union with Charlotte 
Sophia of Mecklenpurg-Strelitz, and this was 
of course Ir as a King’s marriage 
rather thau that ofa Prince of Wales’ son. 
The Duke of Gloucester and Edinburgh, 
George Ill.’s brother, wag married in 176, 
and another brother—the Duke. of Cumber- 
land and Earl of Dublin—was married on Oct. 
2, 1771. These two marriages are the last re- 
corded marriages of sons of a Prince of 
Wales; but they were not marriages of sons 
of the then existing Prince of Wales, and 
must rather have been spoken of as the mar- 
riages of the King’s brothers. 

George ll. wasa Prince of Wales, and had 
two sons, one of whom was the father of the 
married Duke just mentioned; but George II. 
was King, and not Prince of Wales, when his 
son, the father of George III., was wedded to 
Augusta of Saxe-Gotha. From George II. we 
must go back to the Me Monarch. He was 
the preceding Prince of Wales, and he had 
no sons to Marry—that is to say, no acknow!l- 
edged or legaliy recognized sons; while his 
own Marriage was the weddi of a sove- 
reign, and not of a Prince of Wales’ son. 

He had been Charles II. for more than a 
yearwhen he married Katharine of Bra- 

anza. Charies I. and his elder brother, 

enry Frederick,were both Princes of Wales, 
but not the sons of a Prince of Wales, the last 
Princes of Wales before these two brothers 
being also two brothers who lived a century 
before them—the two elder sons of Henry 
VII., one of whom became Henry VIII. Their 
father was never Prince of Wales, sothat 
their marriages afford no historic precedent 
bearing on the latest royal betrothal. It is 
worth while to note that since Henry VIII. 
there has only been one Prince of Wales born 
ofan English mother, and he is the Prince of 
Wales of the present day: 

Before Henry VII's. sons the title of Prince 
of Wales was borne by Edward, the only son 
of Richard III., but he died at the age of 10; his 

redecessor did not live to be married either,

CARDINAL MANNING. 


Peaceful Death This Morning of the Ven- 
erable Catholic Prelate. 

Lorpor, Jan. 14.—Cardinal Henry Edward 
Manning died this morning. His condition 
had been hopeless for many hours, and it was 
hardly supposed that he would live through 
the night. He continued, however, to show 
signs of vitality, and death came very gradu- 
ally. 

The household of the Cardinal is in the 
deepest distress, and there are pathetic 
scepes in the hall, of old men, for the de- 
parted prelate. . 

Although Cardinal Manning had been suffer - 
ing with a severe cold since Thursday of last 
week, it was not unt Sunday that he took to 
bis bed. At that time there were symptoms 
of bronchitis and slight congestionof the 
lungs. 

Sir Andrew Clarke authorized on Tuesday 
the issue of a bulletin stating that the Car-

Wednesday the Cardinal grew worse and the 
last sacraments ofthe church were admin- 
istered.

CARDINAL SIMEONL 


Death Came Quickiy to the Papal fecre- 
tary of State. 

Rome, Jan. 14.—Cardinal Simeoni, formerly 
Papal Secretary of State and Prefect General 
of the Propaganda, died to-day. His death 
was dus to an attack of infldenza, from which 
he had been suffering for several days. 


The Cardinal’s condition, up to last night 
was not considered serious enough to occa- 
sion alarm in the Pa household.

Cardinal Simeon! retained consciousness 
until this morning, when. amid the prayers 
of his attendants and surrounded by his col- 
leagues inthe Papal Cabinet and different 
members of the hierarchy of the church, be 
breathed his Theend came peacefully 
and quietly. 

His death was the result of influenza, with 
which he had been suffering for several days. 
It was yesterday stated that the condition of 
the distinguished prelate was extremely 
serious, Dut it was not believed that dissolu- 
tion was so pear at hand. The announce- 
ment of his death comes as a shock to his 


sorrowing friends, not only in the Vatican it- 
self, but fnroughout the whole world.

OFFICES OF THE CHURCH FILLED BY HIM WITH 
HONOR. 


Giovinni Simeoni was born at Paliani, July 
23, 1816, and having been ordained a priest, 
he was, op account of his learning, employed 
in offices of importance. In 1847 he was 
Auditor of the Nunciature of Madrid. Some 
years later be filled the position of Prefect of 
Studies in the Pontifical Lyceum of the 
Roman Seminary and was attached to the 
S@cretary’s office for extraordinary eccles- 
last ical affairs. 

In 1857 he was appointed domestic prelate 
to the Pope, and was sent again to Spain as 
envoy for the affairs of the Seein order to 
renew the connections with Rome, which 
had been integrupted by the revolution. The 
next year he was made pronotary apostolic 
in full. Foreight years he attedas Secre- 
tary tothe regation of the Wey 
for the affairs of the Ortental Rite, and in 1568 
became Secretary of the Latin Rite and ad- 
viser tothe Reman Inquisition and adviser 
for the irs of the ntal Rite to the con- 
| gregation of the counsel for the revision of 

the Provincial cdunctis and to the congrega- 
| tion for extraordinary eceiestastical affairs. 

When the Ecumenica! Couacti the Vati- 
can convoked Mgr. Simeont was one of the 
advisers for the Commission of Oriental 
Churches and Missions from ecclesiastical 
discipline. In 187) the diplomatic relations 
between Rome and the court of Spain having 
been re-established Pope Pius IX. sent Mgr. 
Simeon! to Madrid as Nuncio, having just 
recognized him Archbishop of Chaicedonia. 

In 1875 the Pope created him Cardinal, re- 
| serving him tn Petto, and later in the same 

ear ie published him inconsistory. Having 

n crested a Cardinal, u 
mained in the Nunciature in 
nuncio and on the deathof C 
ein. in 187%, he was appointed Secretary of

HE CLAIMS HE SHOT TO FROTECT HIS 
WIFE'S HONOR, 


Statement of the Defendant in the Prelim- 
inary Hearing of the Case—Letters 
Which Will be Producedin Evidence— 
The Tragedy Which Shocked the People 
of Nevada, Mo, 


NEVADA, Mo.-, Jan. 14.—This afternoon 
marked the commencement ofthe real work 
in one of the most widely interesting murder 
cases Southwest Missouri has ever known, 
that of Thos, 8. Hutton, charged with the 
murder of C. C. Deffenbaugh. ‘To-day 
and to-morrow wi be devoted to 
securing a jury to try the cage. 
The prominence of all the parties congerned 


was raised in this city, his parents are 
among the most highly respected bere, and 
by his courteous ways and genial socialbility 
Mr. Hutton himself has always been a 
favorite in society and with. the public in 
general. Of the fairer sex one who admired 
himand whose admiration was abundantly 
reciprocated was Miss Katie Jordan, the 
pretty and accomplighed daughter of M. Jor- 
dan, one of Nevada 's oldest and most highly 
esteemed citizens, Indeed, the two had been 
sweethearts from childhood, and only the 
expected happened when, upon arriving 
at the age of maturity, Miss Jordan assumed 
the name of Mrs. Thomas Hutton. Mr. Hut- 
ton was at this time employed as trav- 
eling salesman. He made hig head- 
quarters at Nevada, but bis business 
kept him most of the time on the road. 
This prevented the young couple from 
setting up housekeeping, and for a year or 
two, Mrs. Hutton continued to reside with 
her parents. Alter a time though, K was 
con ciuded that she should board at a hotel, 
and rooms were secured at one of the leading 
hotels of the city. Things .moved along 
smoothly and not a word of discontent 
was heard from any source. Mrs. Hutton’s 
residence at the hotel brought her in contact 
with many traveling men and among those 
with whom she became acquainted and who 
were admitted into the family circle was C. 
C. Deffenbaugh, a young man of 
good appearance and smooth address who 
was employed by a lite insurance 
company with headquarters at Springfield, 
this State. In the 2 of time it was 
noticed by many that Deffenbaugh was quite 
often in company with Mrs. Hutton and that 
she was not altogether adverse to his atten- 
tions. His visite to Nevada become more 
frequent and of longer duration. finally the 
culmination came which brought its tragic 
sequel. The events leading up to the tragedy 
as brought outin the preliminary hearing 
last November, were as follows: 

Thos. L. tsutton killed C. C. Deffenbaugh in 
Nevada on the 20thof last September. He 
was arrested and placed in jail, but on Nov. 
5 was released on beas corpus oceedings 
and admitted to ball in bonds $6,000. In

He told her 
what he had heard. His wife said that she 
got on the train at Rich Hii and 
that Deffenbaugh got on the car also, 
sat down by her and insisted her 
getting off at Harrisonville and taking sup- 
rwithhim. He said another train would 
alonginanhourorso. He took the baby 
jn his arms and told her to come on. After 
they got tothe hotel he told ner he was mis- 
taken about the train. She told him to get 
her a room. He tollowed her to the room and 
made indecent proposals to her, put his arms 
around her and tried to hug her. Sue ordered 
him to leave the room. He said it would make 
no difference now, so far as the world was 
concerned, but he left the room. She said 
she wanted her husband to believe there was 
nothing wrong between them; that she had 
acted indiscreetiy, but had done nothing 
wrong. 

Continuing his statement, Hutton said: 1 
wrote to Deffenbaugh that 11 he ever wrote to 
or recognized any memberofmy family he 
would do so atthe perii of his life.

Sorta, Bulgaria, Jan. 14.~—The arrest of 
fifty army officers in this city discloses the 
existence of another plot, for which this 
Balkan State has become notorious, to take 
the lives of both Prince Ferdinand, Bulgaria 
ruler, and Premier Stambuloff, 

The details of the conspiracy have not yet 
been made public, but enough is known ta 
Warrant the statement that, aside from con- 
templated murder, it involved a plan of re- 
volt on the part of a considerable portion of 
the army. A rumor is also current that 
Prince Ferdinand had a narrow escape from 
being poisoned by strychnine at the hands of 
the palace cook. Fortunately the man was 
observed acting in a suspicious manner. He 
was watched and detected in the very act of 
placing the strychnine in some dish he had 
prepared for the Prince and was immediately 
placed under arrest. 

This is the third attempt upon the life of 
Premier Stambuloff within a year, the most 
daring of which was the assassination of the 
Minister of Finance, who was mistaken for 
the Premier by the murderer.

INFLUENZA EPIDEMIC. 


Ravages of the Disease in London and the 
Cities of France. 

Lorpor, Jan. 144.—London is in the clutches 
ofthe grip. For some weeks it has been 
moving on the metropolis from different di- 
rections, and within the last day or two it 
has began to affect some of the suburbstoa 
great extent. 

In the northern districts of the metropolis— 
Highgate, for instance—a large number of 
the residents have fallen sick since Friday, 
and the police force has a heavy sickness. 

When the disease becomes as fully devel- 
oped as it promises, the difficulty of the situ- 
ation will be greatly. increased, for, by a eu- 
rious coincidence, there is absolutely no hos- 

itai accommadation, and every patient will 
become a sour¢e or center of the disease, and 
will spread it in his immediate neighborhood. 
The trouble with the hOspitais is that they 
are already full to overfiow, and the death 
rate last week was something terribie, being 
twoand one-third times greater than the 


normal. 
It may be said that the influenza has almost 


spared Paris, and the comparatively few 
cases that have 4 there are confied to 
wealthy people. The epidemic is active in 
French districts bordering on Belgium. An 
official report on influenza epidemic, 
issued in Berlin, says that England and Italy 
have suffered most, and the fact that Spain, 
Egypt and Turkey were the last countries at- 


tacked shows that the epidemic is spreading 
southward. The number of influenza cuffer- 


ers has increased largely of late in Vienna 
Copen en, Stockholm,. Cracow and 
Christiania.

GROWING CRITICAL. 


The Next Move to Be Made in the 
Chilian Controversy. 


PRESIDENT HARRISON PREPARING HIS 
SPECIAL MESSAGE. 


All the Correspondence Will Be sub- 
mitted to Congress— Waiting on the 
Result of the Investigation at Valejo— 
Julio Foster Condemns Minister Egan 
—Events at Valparaiso. 


WaAsnIneatron, D. C., Jan. 4.—The next 
move in the Chilian matter, at this end of the 
line, seems to hinge largely upon the result 
ofthe inquiry now progressing at Valigo, 
conducted by Col. Remey, intothe attack 
upon and murder of American sallors at 
Vulparaiso, It will be some days before the 
President’s message, accompanying the cor- 
respondence between the two countries, will 
be sentto Congress. The delay is not on 
Chili’s account, but is due to the desire of 
the administration to have the full report of 
Col. Remey at hand before completing the 
message. The evident purpose is to make 
the case of the United States as strong as 
possible. 

Secretury Tracy is keeping well posted on 
all that Col. Remey is doing at Mare Island. 
In fact, be may be said to be conducting the 
investigation himself from this line, for he 
is hourly telegraphing Col. Kemey certain 
questions to be asked the witnesses. He in- 
stricted Col. Remey to interrogate every 
witness astohis every movement from the 
time he left the Baltimore on that memorable 
day until his return to the vessel. Further 
to strengthen the case -of the United States 
the department has instructed Capt. Evans 
of the Yorktown to make inquiry of citizens 
of Valparaiso on various points developed in 
the investigation at Vallejo. 

There is more discussion of the Chilian 
matter among Mémbers of Congress within 
the past few days than at any other time 
during the controversy. It has been thought 
Congress would call for all the correspond- 
ence on the question, but so far this action 
has not been  tsken. Senators and 
Representatives who are members 
of the committees having the for- 
eign relations of the Government in 
their charge are unwiilingto express them- 
selves at this juncture upon the merits of the 
controversy with which they will soon have 
to deal officially; and from their private ex- 
pressions it is clear that no party lines are to 
be drawn, and thatthe President will have 
the united support of Congressin the adop- 
tion of any measures he feels to be necessary 
for the preservation of the dignity of the 
United States. 


JULIO FOSTER’S VIEWS. 


HE BLAMES EGAN FOR HIS CONDUCTS IN THE 
VALPARAISO AFFAIR. 

New York, Jan. 14.—Julio Foster, of San- 
tiago, Chili, was seen atthe Victoria hotel 
last night and his attention called to the de- 
velopments at the investigation now in pro- 
gress on the Pacific coast into the Baltimore 
affair, asset forth in the dispatches pub- 
lished yesterday morning. Mr. Foster is the 
father of Judge of Crimes Foster of Chill, 
whose refusal to allowthe surgeons to re- 
move the wounded men tothe Baltimore was 


said to have been the cause of great suffer- 
ing and of the death of one man. 
‘*The stateman is mot true, said Mr. 
Foster. My son is as tender-hearted a boy 
as ever lived. If he had acted as he is said to 
have acted in that dispatch, his conduct 
would have been condemned by all Chill as 
well as the rest of the civilized world. 
Everything was done for the comfort of 
the injured men that could be 
dohe. The menwere allowed to be sent to 
theship. There has been a great deal more 
made outof this Baltimore affair than the 
facts called for. The sailors had been warned 
that they were able to be assaulted, de- 
cause of the unfriendly feeling which the 
Chilian sallors had for them. A point has 
been made thatthe men were inthe uniform 
of the United States when they were as- 
saulted. I do not suppose they had any 
other clothes within several thousand miles. 
As soon, however, as the trouble occurred 
Minister Egan seized on the opportunity to 
Make capital out of it. He had been mis- 
leading this Government as to all the revolu- 
tionary movements, and when Baimaceda 
was defeated he was in bad odor on all sides, 
until this incident gave him an opportunity 
to attempt to stir ap this Government to hos- 
tility against Chili,in which he hoped to re- 
cover Himself. 
The affair of which Commander Evans 
com plained—the —— of stones at his 
g while it was waiting for him near the 
ocks—Mr. Foster said was due to the natural 
hostility of the Chilian sauors to American 
sailors, and in explanation of this hostility 
Mr. Foster took the extreme Chillan side of 
the question as regards the action of Admiral 
Brown at the time the Congressionalist forces 
attempted to land at Valparaiso. He severely 
criticised Minister Egan’s course throughout. 
Mr. Foster said that the Chillan Government 
was ready to apologi for the treatment of 
the Baltimore’s men, if it should be shown in 
trial that there was any occasion for Kk. The 
men were under indictment, but it would be 
premature totake any action on the part of 
the Government until the guilt or innocence 
of the alleged offenders was shown.

THE PARK SALOON QUESTION. 

Everybody interested in the preservation 
of our parks for park purposes is anx- 
iously awaiting the decision of the case 
now pending in the Supreme Court to test 
the power of the Municipal Assembly to 
convert Forest Park into a beer garden 
maintained at the public expense for 
private profit. 

There are plenty of beer gardens in St. 
Louis and vicinity, maintained by private 
enterprise for private profit. There is no 
lack of such resorts for people who prefer 
them to public parks from which 
the sale of liquors is excluded. For that 
large body of people who prefer the latter 
there will soon be no shady retreat left in 
Bt. Louis—no quiet Sunday resting 
place among birds and flowers 
—if the Supreme Court holds 
that the Municipal Assembly can, without 
neferring the question to a vote of the 
people, sell or lease any part of Forest 
Park for saloon purposes. If it can so 
lgase a square rod of that park for a term 
of years, it can lease the whole tract for 
alltime, divide it among the various big 
breweries, andtax the people to provide 
amd maintain for the members of the Brew- 
ery Trust the mostextensive and magnifi- 
cent beer gardens in the world. 

While the Philadelphia papers are boast- 
ing of their Park Commissioner’s report 
of millions visiting Schuylkill Park with- 
out a single case of arrest for drunkenness 
or disorderly conduct in the park, the Po- 
lice Court in St. Louis is trying cases in 
which city officials and their ‘‘lady 
friends’’ figure in midnight debauches 
and brawls at SCHWEICKHARDT’s Forest 
Park saloon. 

The liquor interest in this city has a 
powerful pull on our Collector, our courts 
and city officials generally. There is no 
question that this pull is strong enough to 
capture, use and hold our parks as mere 
adjuncts to the liquor trade if the Supreme 
Court holds that it can, without asking 
the people's consent, effect a valid lease 
of a single foot of our park land for saloon 
purposes, and thus compel women and 
children either to do without park priv- 
ileges or run the gauntlet of drunken row- 
dyism to enjoy them. 

The breweries should be satisfied with 
their power to nullify the laws in the mat- 
ter of Sunday sales, andin thrusting sa- 
loons into blocks against the will of bona 
fide residents and tax-payers. They should 
beware of showing that, with the aid of 
courts and officials and without the con- 
sent of the people, they can seize upon the 
parks also, in spite of statutes forbidding 
the sale of liquors therein. A giant’s 
strength may prove an unfortunate posees- 
sion when coupled with a disposition to 
use it too freely. 


COLUMBIA AND THE CADETS. 


We know not how many students signed 
the petition for the removal of the State 
University from Columbia, nor how many 
are represented by Color Sergeant Bosrra 
and Lieut. Gomo of the Battalion of 
State Cadets in their letter to the Post- 
Dmrarck printed in another column. It 
is published at their request for what it 
may be worth asan indication of student 
feeling. 

There are always strained relations more 
or less serious between the students and 
citizens of a college town. In enumerating 
things that are dear, Byron included 

the schoolboy spot 
We ne'er forget, though there we ure forgot. 
But the sense in which it was ‘‘dear’’ to 
him as a schoolboy differed materially 
from the sensein which it became dear 
when the schoolboy and his pranks had 
been forgotten there. 

The dissatisfied students have not under- 
taken to point out a better location than 
Qolumbia for the State University. Its re- 
moval would involve the abandonment 
and loss of valuable property that would 
have té be duplicated at considerable cost 
elsewhere.’ Only the main building is 
wanting at Columbia, where the Univer- 
sity work is going on without it, and we 
should regret to see ite reconstruction de- 
layed and the question of a liberal appro- 
priation for that purpose complicated by a 


fight between rival towns and sections over 
a location question. <3 
In any other place the college boy would 
acquire and cherish the same old grudge 
against his boarding-housé and the 
**townies’’ generally.

Tam Womp in commenting upon the 
destruction of the State University build- 
ing puts in a timely word cohcerning the 
desirability of having all public buildings 
constructed so as to be proof against fire. 
As it points out, a university building be- 
comes historic and should be imperishable.

Now 
that the old building constructed before 
fire-proof inventions were in use is de- 
stroyed, no false economy should prevent 
the replacing of it with a structure worthy 
of its purposes.

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PEOPLE need not be alarmed by rumors 
of impending war.

A‘dispatch from Washington discloses the 
tendency of tariff legislation at this time. It 
is to the effect that leading Republican Sena- 
tors of Western States have told leading Dem- 
acrats in the House that if they would pre- 
sent specific tariff bills, instead of framing a 
general tariff’ measure, they would receive 
support in the Senate which would guarantee 
success tor almost every separate tariff bill 
passed by the House, 

This plan has been publicly announced by 
Mr. Springer as the policy that should be 
pursued, He advocates taking up different 
articles on the tariff list and attacking them 
singly instead of making an assault upon the 
entire protection line at once. This is pre- 
cisely the opposite of the ‘‘horizontal’’ re- 
duction measure pressed by a former distin- 
guished Illinolsan who was Chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee. 

Itis probable that Mr. Springer, as chair- 
man of the leading committee of the House, 
will not abate his confidence in the wisdom 
of specific instead of general tariff legisla- 
tion, and it is not improbable that good 
results will follows.

Opposition Developing Against Mr. 


Springer's Plan. 


THE SILVER QUESTION MUST NOT BE 
SIDE-TRACKED. 


Ax International Conference Denounced 
as Nonsense—Legislation Asked by the 
Committee—Nominations To-day by 
the President—New Pian to Elect Sena- 
tors— Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Jan. 14.—One of the 
leading questions now among national legis- 
lators is the policy of Congress on the silver 
issue. Springer’s speech at New York and 
his subsequent utterances in inter- 
views have been widely discussed, The 
position he occupies as the nominal 


leader of the House give his expressions a 
weight that they might not otherwise carry. 
His plan is to take the matter out of im- 
mediate legislative action by the introduc- 
tion of a bill providing for an international 
monetary conference for the full discussion 
of the silver question. 

The opponents of the —— plan are out - 
Spoken and emphatic. presentative Whit- 
ing of Michigan, a leading member of the 
uae and Means Committee, said in an inter- 

ew: 


The plan for side-tracking the silver ques- 
tion did not originate with Mr. Springer nor 
with Mr. Cleveland’s friends, but with a class 
of men who want both parties committed 
against free silver, while claiming that the 
question is not an important one. It is my 
opinion that they would sacrifice both the 
Democratic party and Mr. Cleveland rather 
— their grip upon the finances of the 
country. 

The claim coming from this same crowd 
that Mr. Crisp and his friends are not earnest 
tariff reformers is simply ascheme on their 
part to make it appear that they are the 

only reliables.’ If, as Mr. Carlisle says, ‘the 
silver question is one on which the Demo- 
crats are divided,’ thenso much the more 
should the party be right. It can afford to be 
just and fear not, but it seems to me that it 
can not afford totake a backward step. As 
for myself, I can not be influenced to trail in 
the footsteps of the pronounced enemies of 
free silver—the Republicans. 

de plan for an international conference 
isthe grossest nonsense. England doesn’t 
want free silver. She is a creditor nation 
and her people purchase silver at 94 cents an 
ounce and use it at $1.29 an ounce to buy 
wheat in India. A plan of this kind would De 
no nearer a settlement of this question than 
the plan of John Sherman in 
upon a dollar piece that would 
the world. That may come about when all 
the world is under one government and not 
before.

ut ifthere is no expression onthe silver 
question by the National Democratic Con- 
vention, and ifa man who is openly * 
to free silver is nominated for the 81 
dency, these acts will have no doubtful mean- 
ing to those menwho can see beyond their 
noses. 

The most pronounced and outspoken critics 
of the Springer programme are the colleagues 
of Mr. ills. he two Senators from that 
State and Judge Oulberson in the House 
characterize the proposition as a betrayal of 
the cause of silverand urge its rejection by 
the party in Congress, 22 insist that 
nothing short of the passage of a free colnage 
bill by this House will meet the promises of 
the party and the demands of the country. 
And yet one of the points made against Mr.

In New 
York speech I merely stated a fact—that in 
view of the political complexion of the Sen- 
ate and House and the President's well 
known opposition to free coinage no bill 
could be passed securing free coinagé which 
could become alaw.

He supposed 
that the objection now was against the first 
resolution, and for one he declared that this 
issue was airy and squarely made. It was 
fortunate for the country, that the question 
‘Was fairly presented to the Amer- 
ican people, as the attitude of gentlemen 
representing the two great political parties 
in reference to the granting of subsidies. 
When the resolutions had been adopted in 
Forty - fourth and Forty-fifth Congresses the 
revenues and expenditures of the Govern- 
ment were substantially balanced, but 
now the expenditures were in excess of the 
revenues and the necessity of his resolution 
was Manifest. As to the question of subsi- 
dies: Subsidies meant legislation for the 
benefit of favored classes, and were a feature 
of government belonging to monarchies.

THOUGHT TRANSFERENCE. 


Prof. Davidson. a Former St. Louis Teacher, 
Gives Valuable Testimony. 

The December number of the Psychical 
Research Society’s Journal gives several cases 
of apparent thought transference during 
sleep, twoofthem being reported by Prof. 
Thos. Davidson, formerly teacher of Greek 
in the st. Louis High School. The reports of 
the society are for members of the society 
only, as many people do not like to have 
their experiences in telepathy made public, 
but Prof. Davidson tells Mr. Hodgson, the 


secretary of the American branch of the so- 
ciety ,that he is at liberty to publish this one. 
Writing from Keene, Essex County, N. Y., 
the 9th of last June, Profr Davidson said: 

Last night, toward morning. Ldreamedin a vivid 
way that my friend, Mr. 8. F. Weston, whom you 
know, had sent me a postal card saying he was com- 
ing on Wednesday 1 mentioned my dream to two 
friends, Miss Kent and Mrs. John Dewey of Ann 
Arbor at the breakfast table. At 10 we started for 
Upper Jay, some pine miles off.

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MONSTER UNDERTAKING. 


Proposition to Connect Chesapeake Bay 
and Long Island Sound. 


New YORK, Jan. 14.—At the annual meeting 
ofthe Board of Trade and Transportation 
yesterday Prof. L. Dehaupt of the University 
of Pennsylvania explained the proposed ship 
canal across New Jersey, between New York 
and Pennsyluania, to connect New York har- 
bor and Long Island Sound with Delaware 
and Chesapeake Baysand their tributaries. 
Prof. Haupt, who advocated the scheme, de- 
clared that the commercial supremacy of 
New York was due to the construction of the 
Erie Canal in 1825. He thought the time was 
ripe for continuing the water-way to Phila- 
delphia. Heclaimedthat the canal would 
reduce the price of fuel and building ma- 
terial particularly and he estimated that 

,000,000 a year would be saved to New York 
alone in fuel. Prof. Haupt said that the 
canal would be pinky miles long and would 
cost about $12,500,000. Erastus Wiman and 
others spoke in favor of the scheme and 0. 
B. Potter opposed its endorsement by the 
board on the grounds that it -was a local 
enterprise. A resolution was adopted ap- 
proving the scheme and asking Congress to 
appoint a committee of three to investigate 
the matter in conjunction withthe engineer 
corps of the army.

After a third burglary Barton ran away and 
enlisted for a soldier, but in July, 1881, he 
was arrested again upon a suspicion of hav- 
ing committed several burglaries in the 
| neighborhood of Tunbridge Nells. He was 
in ufiiform with a sergeant’s stripes, to 
which he was entitled. In his pocket was a 
forged furlough. The police havea strong 
suspicion that he was in the employ of Lieut. 
Roper as a soldier servent at the time that 
officer was found dead “a Chatham Barracks. 

In the following November Barton was 
sentenced to a second. term of two years’ 
penal servitude. It was not until 1889 that he 
was released. Them he went to America, 
where he was received and feted as an officer 
of the British army. 

He turned up in Brooklyn, N. T., in 1890, 
where he presented more bogus letters of in- 
troduction and succeeded in ingratiating 
himself into the good graces of Mrs. Miller, a 
lady of independent means with a handsome 
daughter.

The police record 
shows that Frederick George Barton was 
born at Tunbridge in 1858 of respectable 
working-class parents. He made his first ap- 
pearance in court at 7 years old, when he was 
charged with setting fire to gorse on the 
common, butin consideration of his tender 
age he was let off with a caution, his parents 
promising to give him a severe whipping. 

At 12 he was committed for five years to the 
Red Hill Reformatory for embezzlement. He 


absconded before his time expired, and was 
not traced until his period of detention had 
run out. 

He was shortly afterwards sent to prison in 
Yorkshire for robbing his master, a peripa- 
tetic auctioneer in watches and jewelry.

After a third burglary Barton ran away and 
enlisted for a soldier, but in July, 1881, he 
was arrested again upon a suspicion of hav- 
ing committed séveral burglaries in the 
neighborhood of Tunbridge Nells. He was 
in uniform with a sergeant’s stripes, to 
which he was entitled. In his pocket was a 
forged furlough. The police have a strong 
suspicion that he was in the employ of Lieut. 
Roper as a soldier servant at the time that 
officer was found dead “a Chatham Barracks. 

In the following November Barton was 
sentenced to a second term of two years’ 
penal servitude. It was not until 1889 that he 
was released. Then he went to America, 
where he was received and feted as an officer 
of the British army. 

He turned up in Brooklyn, N. T., in 1890, 
where he presented more bogus letters of in- 
troduction and succeeded in ingratiating 
himself into the good graces of Mrs. Miller, a 


lady of independent means with a handsome | 


daughter. 
Barton played his cards cleverly, and in 


Miller. Barton claimed to have aristocratic 
relatives at Tunbridge Wells, England, and 
his mother-in-law urged him to take his 
wife and herself to England and introduce 
them to the swell set. 

After much solicitation Barton brought 
them here, and took a nice-looking villa at 
the village of * 2 Hill, not far from 
Tunbridge Wells. It is only one mile from 
Mary Anderson Navarro's pretty cottage. 

Shortly after this time mysterious burglar-
